| HEIGHT OF CLOUDS. 
An extended series of observations 
on the height of clouds has lately 


| been carried out. Two observers | 


were placed at stations about a mile 


apart, and could communicate by 


‘telephone. and they simultaneously 
measured the altitude of the same 
point of the clouds under observa- 
tion. The highest cirrus cloud was 
lat an altitude of 36,000 feet, and 
moved with a velocity of 149 miles 
an hour; the lowest was 26.500 feet 
high, and moved fifty-five miles per 
hour. The mean height of cumulus 
clouds was 55,600 feet in summer, 
and the velocity was only about ten 
miles per hour.

So that individual proceed- 
ed to tickle up its interior by e€plod- 
ing therein a hundredweight or so of 
nitro-ghycerine. Ordinarily this was 
not considered a specially dangerous 
proceeding. But this particular well 
would seem to have been in direct 
communication with a vast ped ol 
ranean lake of petroleum. © Anyhdw, 
the resultant explosion upheaved a 
miniature ocean, of blazing oil, 
which spread outwards over the sur- 
rounding country in a fiery flood. 
‘Twenty villages went up in smoke in 
as many minutes, hundreds of peo~ 
ple perished miserably, and millions 
of dollars worth of property was 
destroved. 

10,000 KILLED IN TEN MINUTES. 

There have beon many very terrible 
volcanic eruptions recorded ince the 
dawn of, history, but never any 80 
intensely dramatic as that which, 
on August 12th, 1815, destroyed the 
island of Sumbawa in the East In- 
dies. In the very centre of tho coral-

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FARM ACCOUNTS. 


On most farms the keeping of any 
real system of accounts is an the 
known thing, and even on the great 
majority of farms it is but a nomin- 
‘al practice, usually confined to 
mere cash account of receipts 
disbursements. It is true that 
average farmer is not naturally 
accountant, and this is in no 
bud disparagingty tor neither ‘would 
the average accountant make a good 
farmer. Every man to his trade as 
the . saying gots. Yet 
every farm somo member of the fam- 
ily could easily be impreseed into 
the service of keeping the account 
‘and records. In no branch is this so 
important as dairying. The modern 
dairy cow is a complicated machine, 
perhaps a small one if she be a Jer- 
sey. Into her goes feed of various 
kinds and all sorts of balanced ra- 
tions, or in some cases possibly very 
unbalanced rations. Out ot her 
milk. On top of the milk 
comes m. Out of the cream 
‘comes butter sd often the im- 
milk goes into a eiter calf, which 
is the future dairy cow. ere is a 
complicated process of manufacture. 
Here are chances for profit or loss 
all along tho line. It offers possi- 
bilities in accounting to set one of 
the mathematicians at a groat, pork- 
packing establishment dizzy. 

How many dairyinen can tell show 
many pounds of milk each cow gives, 
the percentage of butter fat in each 
cow's milk, and the average for the 
herd, how many pounds of butter to 
each hundred pounds of milk, how 
much it costs to feed each cow. and 
how much it costs to make a pound 
of butter and a few things like that? 
Yet this is just what many up-to- 
date dairymen know to a nicety. A 
,sealc, a Babeock test, a lead pencil 
and a little brains are the chief re- 
quisites. If you knew all this some 
cows would be eating their heads off, 
some giving little milk would = yet.

| Herd registers should be carefully 
kopt. These can be purchased in 
convenient form to keep all the in-

There are possibilities in dairy ac- 
counting merely hinted at in this 
brief article.

be unsafe this “ty The excellence 
of the advice resides "partly in the 
fact that it applies so well te farm 
homes that are beyond the reach of 
fire departments, where if anything 
is done to save the premises it must 
be done by those in tho house. 

Many fires can be subdued by 
quick persistent work with pails and 
dippers, if attacked when discover 
ed. Take m small dish with which 
to throw tho water, or the most of 
it will bo wasted. If you have a 
hand force pump, count yourself 
lucky. Apply the water as near the 
scat of ihe fire, or place where it 
started, as possible. Do not jump 
to the conclusion that because your 
house resembles a ham-curing es- 
tablishment that there is no use of 
trying to do anything. About the 
time you have the fire out, the 
smoke will suggest a conflagration. 
On oll fires, use dirt, ashes, sand, 
or even flour, for the only effect of 
water is to spread the oil without 
extinguishing it. 

If the fire cannot be extinguished, 
endeavor to check its progress by 
closing the doors leading to the 
place where it started. Several! 
minutes can be gained in this way, 
which will prevent much damage and 
simplify the work of tho firemen ; or 
if no department is forthcoming, it 
will enable you to save a larger pro- 
portion of your household goods 
should you care to do so. The 
worst place in whict o fire can or 
iginate in the average dweiling house 
is the attic. Before a hole can be 
cut in the roof, and frequently be- 
fore discovery, the interior is a mass 
of flames beyond the control of any- 
thing less than a well-equipped de- 
partment. There is a sure prevent- 
ive of attic fires, however,,and that 
is keeping the chimneys ciean and 
well mortared. 

It is a hazardous undertaking to 
enter a building which is on fire and 
full dt smoke, especially if you are 
not acquainted with the arrangement 
of its interior, but if you must do 
so. avoid suffocation by crouching 
us low as possible. Even in dense 
smoke there is usually a breathable 
space of a fow inches noxt the floor. 

Next to the importance of knowing 
what to do in case of fire is that of 
having facilities for subduing it at 
the start. One item which should 
not be forgotten is a long ladder. 
By all moans have enough lawn hose 
to reach any part of your house. 
outside or inside. A single jet will 
do more execution than half a doz 
en men throwing water. I would al- 
so recommend the purchase of at 
least two good fire extinguishers. 
The mest convenient extinguishers, 
which are excellent for inside work 
and may casily be handled by wo- 
men, are now made in the form of a 
tubo about twenty inches long and 
three inches in diameter. These are 
filled with a powder (chiefly kalium 
oxide) which generates carbonic acid 
gas when it comes into contact with 
flames. They are wonderfully effect- 
ive, do not damage anything, do not 
get out of order and cost little. 

Any exporienced fire-fighter, how- 
ever, will tell you that there is no 
extinguisher equal to  carefulness. 
Take no more risk of fire than you 
would of being bitten by a rattle 
snake. Few people exercise the care 
they ought, or realize the danger. 

We may add, don’t run a chim- 
ney through a floor or a partition 
without a crock, and one that gives 
the pipe free Play in it at that. And 
don't throw things against a stove- 
pipe that passes through a room, 
nor let the carpet come too close to 
it. Prevention is the safeguard.

CROPS OF ONTARIO.

Estimates. Made of the Yield by 
Correspondents. 


The Ontario Agriculture Depart- 
ment has prepared a bulletin giving 
an estimate of the crops for the pro- 
vince. Following are the figures of 
the yields of various grains: — Fall 
wheat, 16,017,029 bushels, or 17.4 
per acre; spring wheat, 5,498,751 
bushels, or 15.4 per acre; barley, 
16,761,076 bushele or 26.3 per acre ; 
oats, 78,834,490 bushels, or 32.5 per 
acre; rye, 2,547,813. bushels, or 
16.7 per acre; buckwheat, 1,757,- 
071 bushels, or 19.9 per acre; beans 
824,122 bushels, or 15.4 per acre ; 
potatoes, 18,116,637 bushels, or 118 
per acre; corn for husking, in the 
ear, 24,838,105 bushels, or 77 per 
acre ; corn for silo and fodder, green, 
2,859,514 tons, or 11.98 per acre ; 
hay and clover, 4,682,317 tons, or 
1.81 per acre. 

According to the correspondents, 
thare has been a scarcity of farm la- 
bor, owing to the many departures 
of the Manitoba harvest excursions 
and the good wages paid by lumber- 
men. Domestic help was also found 
to be scarce. 

Because of the ravages of the Hes- 
sian Oy, there was a general de- 
crease in the fall wheat acreage. 
Both barley and oats were below the 
mark, while the yield of rye was 
fair. Corn was a good crop, the sea- 
son being favorable. Sugar beets 
are reported upon favorably as a 
general rule. It was a good year 
for dairying.

Cheese Shipments Decreased 236,- 
122 Boxes. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: 
shipments of cheese from Canada 
year up to October 31st reached 

a total of 1,744,862 boxes, as 
against 1,980,484 boxes for the 
same period last year, or a decrease 
of 236,122 boxes. The shipments of 
butter from Canada this year total 
374,579 boxes, or an increase of 
‘426,047 over last year. The de- 
crease in the exports of cheese repre- 
sents about 188,913,600 pounds of 
milk, while the increase in the ex- 
ports of butter is equal to 180,693. 
800 pounds of milk. It is evident, 
therefore, that there is no falling off 
in the dairy industry. The total 
‘shortage is equal to about 10,000 
boxes of cheese, a difference which 
may be easily accounted for by that 
qualtity being in store.

DEATH OF LI-HUNG-CHANG. 


Career of Chinas Grand Old Man 
Ended. 


A despatch from Pekin says IL 
Hung Chang died at 11 o'clock Gn 
Thursday morning. The courtyard 
et the Yamen is fillet with life-siced 
paper horses and chairs with coollic 
bearers, which his friends are send- 
ing in accordance with the Chinese 
custom, to be buried, in order to 
carry hia soul to heaven. Several of 
the Ministers of the powers have 
called to express sympathy.

The wife of Earl Li and his two 
sons and daughter were with him.

Tel- 
egrams have been sent summoning 
Prince Ching, who is now on his Way 
to meet the court, and Chou-Fu, 
Provincial Treasurer from Tao- 
ting Fu. The former will 
assume the general charge of Govern- 
mental affairs, and the latter will 

Governor of Chi-Li until Li- 
Hung Cate, successor in that of- 
fice, who will probably be Yuan-Shi- 
Kai, is appointed. 2 

Robert Coltman, an American, 
who is one of the physicians attend- 
ing Earl Li, told the correspondent 
of the Associated Press that, when 
he was called to act with Dr. Velde, 
of the German Legation, Nov. 1, he 
found the patient very wedk from a 
sevére hemorrhage, due to ulceration 
of the stomach. 

„The hemorrhage was readily con- 
trolled," said Dr. Coltman, dut 
owing to the underlying condition of 
chronic gastritis, with persistent 
nausea, only the mildest liquid food 
could be digested. Wednosday he 
was cheerful and without pain, but 
at 2 o'clock Thursday morning he 
became unconscious, and was no 
longer able to get rid of the coliec- 
tion of mucus which he had been 
freely expectorating. Death was ex- 


pected owing to tho symptoms super“ 


vening upon gradual carbonic acid 
gas poisoning.”’

Has Been Offered.

contingent to South Afri¢a. Public 
sentiment in this city, as throughout 
the country, is strongly in favor of 
the Government showing its good- 
will towards the Mother Country at 
this time by the offer of another 
mounted force. While all the ‘Aus- 
tralian colonies have contingents in 
the fleld, Canada is unrepresented 
except by the brave little band of 
scouts under Major Charles Ross, 
first organized by the lamented Gat. 

The thousand men who 
joined the S. A. C. have lost their 
identity as Canadians, as they are 
Imperial troops absolutely. |

SMALLPOX IN ONTARIO. 


Disease Is Still in Fourteen Muni- 
5 cipalities. 


A despatch from Toronto says — 
At present there is smallpox in 
fourteen municipalities throughout 
the province, but Dr. Pryce, the Pro- 
vinclal Health Officer, says that he 
does not know how many cases there 
are. The outbreak at Brockville has 
been cleaned up, while in Waterloo 
and Oxford counties the disease has 
been all cleaned up. 

Instructions were sent on Thursday 
to the police magistrate of Sudbury 
to take care of the man with small- 
pox from Webbwood. Dr. Hodgetts, 
the newly appointed smallpox in- 
spector, will go up there shortly and 
decide who is to pay for the keep 
of the man, who has teen isolated in 
a tent. 

The Ontario Government has ap- 
pointed Dr. C. A. Hodgetts who has 
acted throughout all the smallpox 
outbreaks in the province during the 
past twelve years, to a position on 
the regular staff of the provincial de- 
partment. He will see that the laws 
are enforced in the sparsely settled 
districts.

A new town is rapidly growing in- 
to existence on the rich irrigation 
lands of southern Alberta, says the 
Calgary Herald.

They were found to 
contain a remarkable quantity of the 
saccharine essential for sugar mak- 
ing purposes. In some cases they 
were found to contain fifty per cent.

Mr. Knight; who makes his head- 
quarters at Salt Lake City, took an 
interest in the matter, further tests

Knight has accordingly purchased a

Last Year's Terrtble Total of) 
Killed and Injured. 


A gruesome tale of death and 
33 ie unfolded by the hew 

Board of Trade return of railway ac- 
tidenta during 1900, says the Lon- 
don Daily Mall. 

One in every 12 shunters employed 
on gur rallways suffered some sort 
ot injury, yet automatic couplings 

are still the exception rather — 
the rule. Of all the railway 
the shunter’s life is, most nf een 
dy. Last year 136 men were bone 
and 2.616 injured While so eng 

The year’s toll upon the lives anal 
limbe of all railway servants was | 
584 killed and 4,585 injured. The 
most perilous occupation after the 
hunter s is the brakesman’s and the 
goodeguard'’s. Ot theses. one. in ow! 
ery seventeen was injured. Among 
the men killed and injured otherwise | 
than by the movement of vehicles, 
there was a death total of 631, 
while 15,608 were injured, 

The passengers perihia slight by 
*omparison. Out of 1,000,000,000 
journéys:- undertaken by railway! 
travellore—and this {ts exclusive of 
feason ticket-holders, who numbers 
1,750,000 in 1900, and must have 
taken between them many mil- 
lions of journeys—only sixteen ter- 
minated fatally. Twelve of the lives 
were lost in the Slough and Glas 
gow accidents. The passengers in- 
jured numbered 863. But, taking 
the killed and injured from all 
causes, and not from accidents to 
trains

When ready to bake make some 
short pie crust: If you have it use 
cream for shortening, with a tiny 
pinch of soda and salt. Roll then, 
after mixing and kneading quite 
hard. Don't choose too thick plates 
for these pies, nor too thin just 
about medium. Then add milk 
again to your pumpkin, stirring un- 
til it is about the consistency of 
thick cream. Bake until done, and 
then bake awhile longer. They will 
be a rich golden brown on top, and 
have a delicate favor in which nei- 
ther spice predominates, 

Now if you have more pumpkins 
than you can use, can them for 
spring. They will not come amiss. 

As your fruit cans get ompty, pare 
and cut in dice a pumpkin. Cook it 
in water, with sugar enough to be 
real sweet, and seal up as you would 
any fruit. At any time it will be 
ready for pies, only requiring less 
sweetening. 

Our foremothera dried the pump- 
kin in slices, looking like new moons 
on poles by the kitchen fire, the 
same as dried apples. But this is a 
better way: Cook soft, sift on to 
flat baking tins, dry in the oven un- 
til it is quite hard.

SIZE OF ICEBERGS. 


When an iceberg towers 200 or 300 
feet above the sea, it means that but 
one-eighth of its tremendous bulk is 
exposed. A berg which rises 200 
feet above the Atlantic has a bulk 
of 1,400 feet under the sea. Cap- 
tains give icebergs all the room they 
desire as a collision would be as fat- 
al as striking solid rock. Their 
proximity is generally indicated by 
a cooling of the atmosphere and the 
seca: but if the steamer and the wind 
are both approaching the berg  dur- 
ing the night or in thick weather, 
the danger may not be seen until too 
late. As these icebergs travel south, 
their natural tendency is to melt, 
and this causes them to give out a 
clinking, tinkling sound as the mo- 
tion of the sca knocks breken pieces 
against each other, which may be 
heard for a considerable distance.

One recently reported by a skipper

Ever since the Australian States 
were federated in January of this 
year there has been a demand for 
an Australian flag, and a board con- 
sisting of five naval mon from the 
Australian squadron has just chosen 
the design. A competition was 
started by a periodical same months 
ego, and 1400 was offered for the 
best design, the Premiers of the six 
States constituting the Common- 
wealth having consented to act 
judges. At the end of four months 
something like 20.000 designs had 
been received from all parts of Aus- 
tralia, from Canada, South Africa, 
as far north as the Shetland Isles 
Then the Federal Government decided 
to call for competitive designs, and 
agreed to take over the designs al- 
ready received as the nucleus of its 
competition. An additional 13,000 
flags were sent in, and after a 
week’s consideration the judges 
unanhnously chose as the flag of 
Australia the British ensign with, the 
i Southern Cross on the flag to denote 
| Australia aul a six-pointed star on 
the ‘fourth staff“ to signify the 
States of the Australian Common- 
wealth. One of the courts of the 
Melbourne Exhibition building was 
hired by the Government, and the de- 
signs have been turned into an ex 
hibition covering some 3,500 square 
fect of wall space.

TALKING MACHINE. 


An Invention Which Speaks, Not 
Merely Reproduces a Speech. 


A REAL 


A remarkable triumph in mechani- 
can invention has just been achieved 
by Dr. Marage, who has succeeded in 
constructing a machine that can ut- 
ter plainly and distinctly the five 
vowels—a, e, i, o, u, says the Lon- 
don Express. 

Although many attempts have been 
made at this, it is only now that 
Success has been attained, and before 
long we may expect to have a ma- 
thine that can really talk. 

Of course, the phonograph is not a 
talking machine, because it merely 
gives off a record that has already 
been made upon a cylinder by an ac- 
tual human voice. Dr. Marage’s ma- 
chine, however, creates the vowel 
sounds at first hand. 

This machine has been constructed 
80 us to reproduce the interior of a 
i person’s mouth while pronouncing tho 
different. vowels, using the plastic 
substance employed by dentists. 

These false mouths, as it were. are 
made of plaster of Paris, und are 
ütted to sirens giving the appropri- 
ate combinations of sounds. Dr. 
Marage then sets his machine in op- 
eration and the vowels are produced 
synthetically. 

Dr. Marage purposes to modify the 
steam sirens used on shipboard 80 
that they will imitate the vowel 
sounds. Thus different phonetic syl- 
lables may be obtained which may 
be used to form an international al- 
| phabet. 
| Another important application of 
this synthetic process can be made 
in the construction of ear trumpets 
that will not fatigue the deaf, be 
cause they will not modify the 
jgrouping of oscillation udapted to 
ithe ear. Dr. Marage has also con- 
jStructed the acouometer, giving a 
typical sound of the vowel ‘‘a’’ for 
}example, which may be used as a 
standurd to which certain other 
sounds may be referred. 

Thus there are for greater possibil- 
ities for this self-talking machine 
than appear from a first glance at

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SKIRT AND WAIST. 
Buy several yards of white non- | 
elastic webbing which is strong and 
will not give. Put on your shirt 
waists, either cotton, wool or silk, | 
pin this piece of webbing to the cen- 
tre back of waist just high enough 
to be sure of giving a good dip from 
tack to front. Pin again at side 
seams, loWoring the tape gracefully 
to form dip. Stitch along either 
edge of the tape, by machine, from 
side seam across back to other side 
seam, Of course the tape will be 
lower at side seams than in centre 
back. This is quite necessary to 
prevent wrinkles across back of 
waist. Do not be afraid of getting 
tape too high up. When the tape is 
finally sewn into place, sew two 
common white eyes two inches apart, 
sew two strong hooks on the bottom 
edgo of skirt band in centre back to 
correspond. It is but the work of a 
minute to hook one to the other and 
adjust the belt over the skirt bind- 
ing. There is then no reason to 
keep putting your hand back to see 
if untidy pins are showing. It, 
from raising the arms the waist gets 
“hunched up! all that is necessary 
is a pull or two on the skirt which 
will pull it down into place.

When cold, file 
oll the binding wire, and the mend- 
ing will be less apparent. 

Always wash the patches with 
clean water when they have cooled. 
It does not take long to learn how 
to solder anything, from tin to iron.

HOW TO SOLDER. 


The knowledge how to mend a hole 
in a pan, or to join together pieces 
of metal, is sometimes a very good 
thing to haves when one is far from 
a tinsmith, or in too great a hurry 
to wait for him. It is, besides. 
pleasant as well as useful occupation 
for the older children and furnishes 
them rainy day work. 

Of course, the most workmanlike 
way to solder is to use a soldering 
iron, but much can be done with a 
lamp, and almost anyone can learn 
to join copper, brass, cinpiate, etc., 
by the use of an oil or spirit lamp. 

Tinplate is most easily soldered, 
and next in order is copper, then 
platinum, silver, brass, wrought 
iron, steel. and cast iron. Some 
tinsmiths say cast iron cannot be 
Soldered, but this is a mistake. 

The — first thing to do is to see 
that the surfaces to be joined are 
very clean.

Timber Becoming More Inacces- 
sible and More Costly. 


In an interesting report on the 
trade of Riga, the British consul 
writes that as regards the wood 
trade of the world in general one 
broad fact is ever before us. It 
takes irom sixty to seventy years to 
grow an average convertible tree and 
two minutes to hew it down. ‘Thus, 
each year the supply of timber is di- 
minished, the forest fringe recedes 
further and further from the Ways 
and means of transport ; each year 
the expense of working out the for- 
ests is increased by the extra dis- 
tence the logs have to be carried. 
Then, owing to the nature and mani- 
pulation of the trade, consumption 
and supply cannot keep pace with 
each other ; one is continually catch- 
ing up the other, and the conse 
quences are rises and depressions. 

“But in the opinion of all 
know anything about tümber, 
have studied the great question 01 
supply, there must be a steady in- 
crease in the price of every descrip- 
tion of wood goods, and each wave 
of rising prices will attain a higher 
level then its predecessor. Even 
now, at this moment of greatest de- 
pression and stagnation, prices are 
at a level which a few years ago 
would have been regarded as high. 

As far as the Riga sawing trade 
is concerned, the forests, which kur- 
nish the timber, are now so far away 
from the rive which carry the logs 
that Riga cannot be supplied unless 
prices are fairly high. If 70 per cent 
of the cost price of a log in Riga 
consists of the expenses incurred in 
bringing it down from the forests, it 
is clear that a reduction can only be 
made on the remaining 30 per cent. 

“By the remarks I have made I 
do not intend to imply that the sup 
ply of timber of reaching ite enc 
‘There is still plenty of timber, but 
it is becoming comparatively 80 in- 
accessible that in many parts it can 
only be worked out when prices rule 
high. Higher prices will always ren- 
cer accessible for supply those for- 
ests which it was not considered 
worth while to work at low rates. 
It is much the same, in fact, as with 
coal and the working of decper 
levels.“

To this add half cup sweet 
cream, and it the flour has not 
thickened it <ufficiently, add more, 
and serve with the veal. 

Veal Loaf: Chop fine d ths veal, 
season with salt, pepper and pas 
dered. sage, and add 2 well-ben ten 
eggs. 1 cup rolled cracker, 1 table« 
spoon butter and 1 cup sweet milk. 
Dake in a bread pan for two and 
one-half hours and serve cold. 

Jellied veal ¢ Remove the fat trom 
a picce of veal, and boil in just wae 
ter enough to cover, until the bones 
are easily removed. Take from the 
water, cut in small pieces, and sex

pt water remaining. To this add 
box gelatine, f teaspoon celery

with lettuce leaves, turn the veal 
on the platter, slice and garnish 
with ‘slices of lemon. 

Veal Potpie: For this use por 
tions unfit for baking or frying. 
Cook until tender in a deep stewpan, 
or better, an iron pot. Season with 
salt, pepper, and a generous lump 
jot butter. Tlave water enough in 
the pot to nearly cover the meat. 
| Now sift together 1 pt bread four 
1 teaspoon soda, 1 teaspoon sale 
and 2 teaspoons cream tartar. Add 
sweet milk enough to make a thick 
batter, beat well, drop from the 
spoon on the veal, cover closely ane 
boil for 30 minutes. After bolling - 
rapidly for 10 minutes the pot may 
be removed to a place on the range 
where it will boil slowly for the re- 
maining minutes. As the water en“ 
aporates rapidly, it is lesa Hable to 
burn if this is done.

Success of the Experiments on a 
German Railroad. 


The cable despatches announcing 
the success of the experiments on 
the military railroad in Germany 
are of interest to all whose comfort 
has been enhanced by electrical trac 
tion. During the experiments the 
rate of speed has been gradually in- 
creased until edrly this month the 
cars were running at cighty-five miles 
an hour.

WHAT IS THE SHAMROCK P 


Botanist Tries to Show That Ire- 
jand’s Emblem Is Clover. 


During recent years literature has 
been abundant in the attempt to 
prove that the clover could not have 
teen the ancient shamrock of the 
Trish, but that it must have been the 
Oxalis Acetosella. The main argu- 
ment has been that the clover was 
an introduction from the continent 
of Europe, and could not have been 
in Ireland at that time. 

A correspondent of the London 
Gardeners’ Chronicle, W.G.S., goes 
over the literature of the subject. 
He shows that it was not until 1830 
that J. G. Bicheno, a former secre- 
tary of the Linnaean Society, start- 
ed a doubt on the subject in a paper 
read before that society. W.G.8.

was clover, and nothing else but clo- 
ver.

There is unfortunately one 
objection to a submarine tunnel be- 
tween Scotland and Ireland.

HOW THE CHINESE GET RAIN. 


Peculiar Practice in Vogue in the 
Celestial Kingdom. 


It is one of the peculiarities of the 
Chinese that, while they have de- 
veloped elaborate philosophies, none 
of them has led to any confidence in 
the uniformity of nature. Neither 
the people nor their rulers have any 
fixed opinion as to the causes of 
rain-fall. The plan in some provin- 
ces when the need of rain is felt is 
to borrow a god from a neighboring 
district and petition him for the 
desired result. It his answer is sat- 
isfactory he is returned to his home 
with every mark of honor; otherwise 
he may be put out in the sun, as a 
hint to wake up and do his duty. 
A bunch of willow is usually thrust 
into his hand as will be Sensitive to 
moisture.

wells containing several 
iron tablets. When there is a scarci- 
ty of rain a messenger starts out 
with a tablet, marked with the date 
of the journey and the name of the 
district making the petition. Ar- 
riving at another city he pays a sum 
of money and is allowed to draw 
new tablet from the well, throwing 
in his own by way of exchange. On 
the return journey he is supposed to 
eat only bran and travel at top 
speed day and night. Sometimes he 
passes through districts as greatly 
in need of rain as his own. Then 
the people in these places weylay 
him and temporarily borrowing his 
tablet get the rain intended for an- 
other place. 

Prayers are usually made in the 
fifth and sixth months when the rain- 
fall is always due, and a limit of 
ten days is set for their effective op- 
eration. Under such conditions rain 
usually falls during the prescribed 
time. When the prayers are in pro- 
gress the umbrella, among other ob- 
jects, comes under the ban. In some 
provinces foreigners have been mob- 
bed for carrying this harmless arti- 
ele at that time.

ADMISSION OF AIR. 


All inside woodwork should ve dress- 
ed and free from any beading or pro- 
jection so far as possible; this is to 
prevent the lodgment of dust, which 
is one of the main things to be care- 
fully guarded against. 

Window stools should be made 50 
narrow that they will not become 
the receptacle for curry combe, 
brushes, old bottles, and other trash | 
that are so instrumental in collect- 
ing dust and other dirt. 1 

Equal care should be taken with 
the doors. Door frames are made 
and fitted the same as the window) 
frames with the exception of the sill. | 
This is made narrow and rounded so 
that. the door will shut tight against 
it without a jog or jamb for the ac- 
cummulation of dirt. There is no 
oblection to having the ain eight. 
inches high, as the cows casily step 
over it and the manure carrier is 
suspended from the ceiling. 

‘rhe roof should be comparatively 
steep, as anything less than ons- 
third piteh is too short-lived if cov- 
ered with shingles. The size of raft- 
ers will depend on the size of build- 
ing, though generally speaking 2x4 
inches placed two feet apart for a 
rafter, up to 12 feet in length, 
strong enough for one-third pitth or 
steeper. 

THE MATTER OF WINDOWS 
requires careful consideration. ‘They 
Should be large enough and numer- 
ous enough to admit plenty of light 
and sunshine when required, but not 
sufficiently large to produce by radia- 
tion too great changes in tempera- 
ture. If possible, sunshine should be 
admitted into every corner of the 
stable. For this purpose and to pre- 
vent unnecessary radiation of heat 
at nicht and during cold weather, it 
is better to have the necessary win- 
dows so far as possible on the south 
or southerly side of the building. 

A window should be provided at 
cach gable end. These windows 
should work in grooves to slide eas- 
ily up or down as required with 
rope attachment that may be oper- 
ated from below so that they may 
be openell or closed as required. 

With a building put up in this 
manner and furnished with fly 
screens, dark blinds, double doors, 
and double windows, with all prop- 
erly and carefully fitted, we have a 
stable which may be shut up prac-

TREASURES OF IRISH KINGS. 


Interesting Celtic Articles to be 
Sent to the Dublin Museum. 


The treasures of the old Irish 
Kinga, which are about to be remov- 
ed from the British Museum to the 
National Museum, Dublin, are. like 


handsome. They under- 
stood the gentle art of personal de- 
eoration, those fierce warriors, and 
many of their head-dresses and gir- 
dies preserved in the trish Museum 
are really magnificent. In the par- 
ticular collection just mentioned 
there is a gold collar in repousse 
work, also another golden collar 
much resembling those one sces in 
the pictures of Vikings Twisted 
neck- rings, as they are called,

Those Used In Making —— 


Become So ous 
Have To Be Shot. 


Wood is easily rendored explosive, 
and it therefore behooves everybody, 
as well as chemists and manufactur- 
ers of dangerous chemicals, to exer- 
cise tho greatest care when handling, 
filling, or emptying casks and bar- 
rels they know nothing about, for 
they may. have contained some chem- 
ical of an explosive nature. 

An accidental kick at a barrol 
whose timbers were saturated with, 
say, nitro-glycerine, would blow the 
kicker and the barrel into atoms, 
and anything else standing near by. 

So far as barrels are concerned, 
makers of explosives have a rooted 
prejudice against them. It is not 
impossible to use twice or oftener a 
a or a barrel which has been used 

n the manufacture of the fiery com- 
pound mentioned; but manufacturers 
rather than endanger life’ and prop- 
erty by allowing a barrel with its 
timbers soaked with nitro-glycerine 
to stand about inviting disaster, us- 
ually prefer destroying it at the first 
opportunity. These disused barrels 
are generally immersed in water and 
exploded by za fuse. Another plan is 
to fire at them with an ordinary ri- 
fie, and thus disperse the atoms in 
a thousand different directions. It 
is only by exploding them that you 
can succeed in removing dangerous 
barrels out of harm’s way.

Tt should be stated at once that 
the explosiveness of wood is regulat- 
| ed by certain conditions. For in- 
| stance, nitrate of soda will render 
the wood of casks explosive; indeed 
all nitrates would do that; but so 
long as persons or things keep a res- 
pectable distance from it, it will 
never surrender to its own destruc 
tion! But percuse—that 1, knock or 
hit—a barrel whose timbers are the 
worse for nitrate, and your existence 
on this earth will have finished. The 
‘explanation of this changed condi- 
| tion in the wood is interesting and 
Simple. A certain amount of resin- 
}ous substance is more or less al- 
| ways present in wood, and when this 
comes into contact wilh some of the 
more potent factors among chemicals 
there is an exchange of what chem- 
ists term an acid radical. This 
change having set up, what was or- 
iginally wood becdmes in reality a 
chemical element, and remains wood 
no longer. It only requires the se- 
‘quence, its opposing force, to bring 
‘about a good or bad result. 

Picric acid eats into wood 
makes it ainenable to explosion it 
it should come into contact with 
potassium salt and be kicked with a 
hard substance.

His 
powers . of work are exceptionally 
great, and he never takes stimulants 
except an occasional cup of coffee 
and a cigarette. His dress is simple

ence on a Friday, after the ceremony 
of the Selamlik, he impresses you 
with his picturesque dignity and pla- 
cid face. He used to be one of the 
best pistol-shots in Europe. 


As everyone knows, Lady Aud- 
ley’s Secret’? was the novel which 
lifted Miss Braddon into fame. It 
may not be so generally known that 
the author had so little confidence 
in her work as to bring it out in an 
obecure periodical, ‘‘Robin Goodfel- 
low.“ Then, indeed, it would have 
remained forgotten, buried, dead,“ 
had she not been able to prevail up- 
on a publisher to bring it out in 
three-volume form. It then sprang 
inte an  instantancous popularity. 
The success of the novel was amaz- 
ing, and probably the critics did no 
harm to the sale by describing the 
work as ‘‘sensational.'’’ More than 
a million copies have been sold, and 
the public still ask for more.

EXPLODE THE POWDER. 


The sending of explosives through 
the postoffice to gratify private spite 
is, as may be imagined, quite a mo- 
dern crime. The carliest recorded 
instance,in fact,goes back no further 
than 1882, on the 18th of February 
ol which year a man named Costello 
dispatched several infernal machines 
to Various persons in Edinburgh. 
Happily his sending more than one 
machine at the same time proved his 
undoing, for the recipients compared 
notes, and the sender was arrested. 

As showing how imitative crimin- 
als are, it may be mentioned that, 
Within a few woeks of the details of 
this outrage becoming public proper- 
ty, a box containing gunpowder, so 
arranged as to explode when opened, 
was received by a Glasgow  trades- 
man. A litle later, too, in the 
fame year, Mr. W. Ex Forster, then 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, received 
through the post a quantity of io- 
dide of nitrogen. It did not explode, 
however, otving probably to its hav- 
ing got damp in transit. 

In 1891 a quantity of dynamite, 
with safety-luse attached, was dis- 
covered in the sorting room of the 
General Post Office, Dublin, and was 
promptly rendered innocuous by be- 
ing burned in a yard at the back of 
the building.

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Experience of Bishop Brooks 
Windsor Castle. 


Queen Victoria had, as a matter of

Manitoba Act Pronounced Valid 
by Privy Council. 


A despatch from London Says — 
The Privy Council judgment in the 
Manitoba liquor case given on Friday 
is a triumph for the Province, their 
Lordships declaring that the Legisla- 
tive Assembly has jurisdiction to en- 
act law.
